ATLANTA (AP) — A federal 
district judge, in an opinion of 
possible 
far-reaching 
signifi­ 
cance, has enjoined the state of 
Georgia from racial discrimina­ 
tion in the sale, lease or other 
disposal of property of state- 
owned Jekyll Island. 
The Injunction, issued Monday 
by Judge Frank A. Hooper, 
makes it possible for Negroes 
to lease homesites on the island, 
once a retreat for some of the 
nation’s wealthiest families. 
Ben W. Fortson Jr., chairman 
of the Jekyll Island Authority, 
said about 400 homesites are 
available now for lease. 
The normal homesite lease is 
40 years, Fortson said, with IO-1 
year renewal periods after that. 
The court injunction does not 
cover those presently holding 
leases from the state, but only 
concerns 
future 
disposals 
of 
property. 
Mrs. Constance Baker Motley 
of New York, attorney for the 
Savannah Negroes who sought 
the injunction, described the or­ 
der as unprecedented.

What sort of public speaking is this? 
W hy does the fellow com e at one with 
man-to-man, ey e - to-ey e deliver f o r 
the first part of a sentence but drop his 
g lance at the very time he is g oing into 
his clincher? 
It is not that lie suddenly loses confi­ 
dence in himself as a speaker, or is 
half ashamed of what he is say ing . He's 
really in there pitching . What he is do­ 
ing is taking his stuff off the telepromp- 
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ter. And that's • n o u g h to make an 
appeal of the most supercharg ed sin­
